Tabulations of valuations fixed 


by the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion will be completed early Fri- 
day morning, Tax Commissioner 
George Peterson said. A meeting 
of the board, is planned im- 
mediately to fix the state levy 
which is certain to be increased 
due to the lower valuations. The 
board adjusted the 
valuations 


in 59 counties. 


The valuations will be im- 


mediately certified to the various 
counties so that county boards 
can make levies sufficient to 
meet budgets adopted by the 
counties and school districts and 
other tax levying units. 


Last year the state board in 


accoid with a Supreme Court 
mandate that the state law had 
to be followed increased valua- 
tions to 56,741,645,277 of which 
one-half or $3,370,822,638 was 
used as a basis for taxation. The 
previous year, the actual valua- 
tion on which taxes were levied 
was only $3,087,816,000. 


With the increase in taxable 


valuaticn, the state levy was re- 
duced from 6.98 mills in 1952 to 
5.75 
mills. The increase this year 


is not expected to reach the 1952 
levy although the Legislature 
has added a quarter mill levy 
for the University Hospital and 
medical school and a half mill 
for teachers retirement. 


Total valuations for the state 


are expected to continue above 
the three million, dollar mark 
for tax purposes.

Authority the power to proceed with con- 
struction of a toll road if m its judgment 
and in the opinion of tho^e \\ho would pro- 
vide financing, a toll road across this state is 
feasible economically.

Interest naturally has been awakened by 


the development in neighboring Iowa which 
finds the Iowa Slate Highway Commission 
reporting that a toll road appears to be eco- 
nomically feasible by January 1, 1959.

parently the Iowa commission possessed only 
advisory powers for recommendation, uas 
given an appropriation of 330,000 for its 
studies, and the responsibility of recom- 
mendation upon the feasibility of such a de- 
velopment. 


The caliber of the men appointed to consti- 


tute the Nebraska Turnpike Authority sug- 
gests that before taking any definite action, 
they will desire consultation both with the 
governor and with the Nebraska Unicameral 
Legislature, whose members are up for elec- 
tion next November. The point at this time 
is that Iowa's acdon brings the question of a 
toll road closer to Nebraska sou—actually the 
plan under consideration would bring it to 
the east bank of the Missouri River where 
continuation to the west outs it squarely up 
to Nebraska's decision. 
As a result of the 


conclusion by the Iowa Highway Commission 
that a toll road is economically feasible by 
1959. 
"the whole question has been moved 


out of the dim distant future into the rela- 
tively near future.'1 the Omaha World-Herald 
comments. 
That is true, but in creating a 


turnpike authority, Nebraska apparently has 
gone one step further m conferring upon that 
authority the power of decision of what shall 
or shall not be done. That could loom up 
a little more awesomely, than the'circum- 
stances justify. The caliber of those selected 
for the turnpike authority created by the last 
Unicameral Legislature happily is such that 
full confidence can be reposed in it. But if 
Iowa is in a mood to go ahead, then inevit- 
ably Nebraska is going to have to make up 
its mind what it is going to do.

is one of the most amazing in the 
nation's capital. 


It involves lobbying and pubhc 


relations operations costing about 
$200.000 a year; a Swiss execu- 
tive, Walter Germann, literally 
commutes across 
the Atlantic, 


sometimes 
leaving 
the 
May- 


flower hotel 
in Washington on 


J-'nday and getting back on Tues- 
day: 
finally it involves most un- 


usual co-operation between sup- 
posedly impartial Senate func- 
tionaries and attorneys for the 
Germans. 


For instance, the attorney for the 


Swiss company now ironling for 
the tormer Naxi owners of Gen- 
oral AnaJme and Film is Kay 
Jenkins. Mr. Jenkins is not the 
Tennessee attorney who figured 
in the McCarthy hearings, but 
represents Interhandel and has 
oftices in room 541 of the Wash- 
ington building. 


In the same room 541 with liis 


name listed on the office door be- 
side Jenkins' is John \V. Nairn. 
Mr. Nairn is counsel for the sup- 
posedly impartial Senate com- 
mittee investigating alien prop- 
erty. 


In other words, though the See- 


ate committee was supposed to 
make 
an 
unbiased 
study 
of 


whether German property should 
be returned, actually the Senate 
committee's counsel had his of- 
fice in the same office of the at- 
torney who is trying to get the 
chief German company returned.

But this isn't all. The chummy 


iclationship is even chummier. 
The two attorneys even swap 
their secretary, Miss Annette H. 
Day. 
Efficient 
Miss Day 
has 


been working for Ray Jenkins, 
attorney for the Swiss-German 
combine. Now she works for the 
Senate committee investigating 
the possible return of German 
property. She even spends part 
time 
in the Swiss-German at- 


torney's firm and part time in the 
Senate committee. 


Yet this was supposed to be a 


detached and unbiased survey. 


There are ether interesting links 


between the Senate committee and 
the former Nazi owners, all point- 
ing to the probability that Sen. 
Dirksen's investigation 
of alien 


property was about as one-sided 
as Hitler's invasion of Poland. 


But first it should be recalled 


that the American branches of 
the big German cartels, after being 
seized by the Justice Department, 
have been built up and increased 
in value until they are reputed to 
be worth about half a billion dol- 
lars. 


This is what the - German indus- 


trialists now want back, and this 
is what American taxpayers will 
be out if they are given it back. 


Actually the Swiss are now in on 


part ot the deal, together with 
certain powerful groups of Amer- 
icans. 
The Swiss bankers first 


'stand to make a big profit by 
selling General Analine and Film 
back to American bankers. 
Sec- 


ond. American investment bankers 


plan to float stock to the Ameri- 
can public, while they keep con- 
trol of the insurance, the bank- 
ing lees, the legal fees, and the 
company itself. 


Thus, the German people will 


get go help whatsoever, though 
tin- American Legion, with the best 
intention in the world, backed the 
property-return plan, thinking it 
would help build a strong Ger- 
many. 


Others who have been cashing 


in on the lobbying battle for the 
return of Nazi property are the 
Bernard 
Relin 
public relations 


firm, which has been paid $30.000 
plus expenses by the Swiss-Ger- 
man combine. Also Col. Joe Ros- 
enbaum, who figured in the RFC 
mink coat hearings, has repre- 
sented 
one of the investment 


bankers. BJair and Co.. which for 
some time had an option on In- 
terhandel stock. 


EX-LEGION COMMANDER 
The way the American Legion 


got mixed up in the alien prop- 
erty dispute was through Ed Hayes, 
former Legion commander and 
recent GOP candidate lor the Sen- 
ate from Illinois. 


Hayes is a friend of the present 


GOP senator from Illinois, Everett 
Dirksen, who long has been friendly 
with Ernest Halbach, former Am- 
erican head of General Analine 
and Film. In line with this friend- 
ship. Dirksen arranged for the ap- 
pointment of a Senate subcommit- 
tee shortly alter the Eisenhower 
admimstration came into power, 
to study alien property. He made 
Ed Hayes chief counsel. 


Hayes has been efficient and in- 


fluential. 
It was he who helped 


get his fellow Legionnaires to ad- 
opt a resolution favoring the re- 
turn of alien property, and it was 
one of Haves' law partners, Roger 
Q. White, who is also a partner in 
the public relations firm of Sha- 
heen and White, who \\as instru- 
mental in getting editorials fav- 
orable to the return of German 
property published in 200 weekly 
newspapers. 


Hayes 
is 
also 
friendly 
v itli 


Walter Germann. the Swiss ex- 
ecutive for Interhandel who com- 
mutes across the Atlantic while 
lobbying for the return of General 
Analine and Film to the Swiss- 
German combine. 


General Analine, incidentally, 


was worth about S25.000.000 when 
Hie United States took it over. It 
is still owned and operated by the 
U.S. government, and its value 
is now SIOO.000,000. It is this in- 
creased value which makes it so 
attractive to the powerful group 
pulling wires for its return. 


In view of all the backstage 


factors behind this impartial Sen- 
ate survey, it is not surprising 
that Sen. Dirksen introduced a 
bill on May 7. 1954. proposing to 
hand the German and Japanese 
property back to the original 
owners- 
What is surprising is that de- 


spite a crowded congressional cal- 
endar, the forces behind this bill 
are1 such that it may slip through 
at 
this session. More of this 


strange history will follow soon.

liance and the creation of wide 
open opportunities for the Commu- 
nist .powers to resume their ag- 
gressive conquest of free nations.

Soviet control over Eastern Euro- 
pean satellite areas, Communist 
rule in Red China, and the like. 


As part of their over-all diplo- 


matic offensive, the Reds are ap- 
parently renewing a proposal they 
first made six months ago to neu- 
tralize divided Germany and leave 
it split and in occupation status 
indefinitely. 


TJ-.S. officials believe, this is 


aimed at France primarily since 
the French Assembly is soon to 
begin a final debate on the Euro- 
pean Defense Community u/ider 
which West Germany -would be re- 
armed after gaining full sovereign- 
ty. 


Latest Move 


Russia's latest move in its dip- 


lomatic o f f e n s i v e was made 
when Moscow delivered in Wash- 
ingion, London and Pans notes 
proposing a Big Four foreign min- 
isters meeting this month or next 
on European security and German 
problems.

Berlin conference last winter for 
Western discussion of a Soviet- 
sponsored all - European alliance 
which would wreck EDC and lead, 
in the view of Western^ diplomats, 
to the dismantling of NATO.

A board of directors composed 


of boxing writers for the world's 
major news services selected 15 
boxers of the "Pioneer Era" dat- 
ing far back as the 181h century 
to start the hall off. An "oldtim- 
ers" committee of 20 named six 
more luminaries of the past who 
were active up to 1919. 


Ninety-one boxing writers around 


the world then voted for ten out- 
standing g l a d i a t o r s who cam- 
paigned after 1919 and who have 
been out of action for at least two 
years. To make the grade, the 
"moderns" had to be picked on at 
least 75 per cent of the ballots. In 
this case it required a minimum 
of 69 votes. Only Dempsey, Louis 
and Armstrong could make it. 


Dempsey, chosen as the fighter 


of the half century in an Associated 
Press poll, received the most votes, 
85. Louis, the old Brown Bomber, 
was named 78 times, while Arm- 
strong^ only fighter in history to 
hold three titles simultaneously, 
collected 74 v o t e s . Hammerin' 
Hank held the featherweight light- 
weight and welterweight crowns at 
one time in 1938.
